The Canton (Jlir.u.) church window 


miracle, which has for several months 
been the cause of much excitement in 
Minnesota and northwestern religious 
circles, is to be decided uy:>n by a thor- 
ough scientific examination by Bishop 
J. B. Cotter, of Winonn, within whose 
jurisdiction the BO called miracle exists. 


Several weeks ago the inhabitants of 


the little villnge of Canton, near Lanes- 
boro, were startled by the announce- 
ment that n portrait had by divine 
means been imprinted in a window of 
the Catholic church there, of which 
Father Jones is pastor. The news spread, 
and thousands visited the village daily 
on foot and in carriages. At first the 
apparition appeared to consist of a 
young and comely woman, with an in- 
fant in arms, and at times a dim halo 
was discernible about her head. The 
utory then took the form that thig wa» 
a portrait of the Virgin Mary and 
Christ, and th« crowds of visitors in- 
creased teufold, 
PrtVftlytio crjpplfts and 


other afflicted persons carno in droves, 
and after a glimpse of the picture 
threw away tlviv nutcHes, oxolrtiming 
that they were cored. 


The matter finally attracted 
snob 


widespread attention that Bishop Cottof 
visited the church in company with 
Father Coyne, of Lanesboro, ami Father 
Perrin, of Brownvillo. The window, 
which is in the north gable of the 
church, was removed, ami t)!« bishop per- 
sonally brought it to "WinCim, where lia 
will give it a. thorough examination ih 
company with other prominent Catholic 
clergymen, Tho bishop is of the opiijr 
ion that the glass, which shows ti slight 
discoloration, was oiiu-e ft church win- 
dow, and that an adjacent building al- 
lowed the light to strike it at an angle 
which rendered the figures visible.-—

PRICE COINAGE 
OR NO COINAGE. 


The Washington correspondent of tUo 


New York World, writing December 18, 


• -gives the following interesting facts re- 


garding a struggle likely to be made 
daring the present session on the silver 
question: 


If Congress is Ljfc doing much just 


now, it is at any rate laying the founda- 
tions fot much that promises interest 
later in the Winter. 
When Senator Hill 


introduced his bill for the simple repea 
of the Sherman Silver Purchase law it 
was said in this correspondence that 
something was sure to be hung on the 
peg which would give opportunity for 
open battle between absolute free coin 
age on tho one hand and no coinage a 
all on the other. 
Senator Stewart hns 


not allowed a week to pass without doinj 
something in that direction. 
On Mon 


day he announced 'to the Senate that hi 
had discovered "au omission" in Senatoi 
Hill's bill, and that as Mr. Hill was no 
himself present, he, Senator Stewart 
wished to correct 
the oversight. 
fie 


therefore offered an amendment or add! 
tion to the bill providing for the absolutt 
free coinage of silver for all comers, anc 
the ircmodiate coinage of all ths bullion 
In the treasury as fust ns it 
may b< 


done without interfering with the prump 
minting of bulliou deposited for tha 
purposs by private persons. 
Apparently 


Senator Stewart need not have botherec 
about this last point, inasmuch as hi 
bill provides depositors of bullion neec 
not wait for their coin, but may tak< 
legal tender treasury notes instead. 


The l>ill or amendment ia the simples 


and most radical free coinage measun 
ever presented in Congress. 
It not onlj 


provides f >r the compulsory conversion 
of all silver iuto legal tender coin—for i 
makes full legal tenders out of the hal 
dollars, quarters and dimes a/? well a 
the dolhirs—but also converts the treas 
ury into a wurciionse for the safe keeping 
of all these coins and inflates the treasur; 
note circulation to an extent equal to 
their total amount. 
Fortunately it gives 


the treasury the option of redeeming 
these notes either in silver or gold 
Without that choice there would soon 
bo a fine field for speculation opened to 
the gold shippers. 


The introduction of this amemlmen 


was meant to force a silver fight during 
tho present session. 
Whether it does so 


or not will depend upon tbe comparative 
sagacity of the leaders ou tho two sides 
But if tho fight comes it will be upon tho 
direct isane of free coinage against no 
coinage. 
For that reason the anti-silver 


men will spare no effort to keep the sub- 
ject down. 
On a direct vote upon that 


issue thoy see very clearly free silver 
would win hands dowq, to quote the 
words of oue of tho anti-silver leaders 
useti in conversation this week. 
But in 


the effort to keep the matter out of Con- 
gress for the session tbe forces will not 
be divided in the same way as upon the 
main question. 
There are many mem 


bers ot the lower house who will vote for 
free silver if the question is brought to 
issue, but who very greatly prefer not to 
vote upon it at all. 
b^uie of them are 


sincere believers in free silver, who fear 
party dissention, aud lor that reason do- 
siro to avoid the questiou. 
Others are 


not believers in free silver, bjt the Rep- 
resentatives of free silver constituencies. 
These- or fume of them care more for 
their own continuance in Congress than 
fjr ivny convictions they may happen to 
havo about cheir persons. 
They will 


vote for free silver if the question I i 
brought to a vote, but they w i l l aid the 
opponents of silver to fight off a vote as 
long as possible. 


It is not a very exalted typo of states- 


manship which moves in this mysterious 
•way, b, t it is a very common one. 
One 


very distinguished Itepresontutivo with 
aspirations for leadership was pityingly 
excused 
by his fellow Democrats last 


Spring for not voting with them when 
his vote would have broken a tie an 
ended a silver fight peculiarly perilon 
to the party on the eve of & President! 
election. 
Ho wanted the fight ended 


but "we can't expect him to commi 
political suicide," said his friends on th 
anti-silver sidp. 


But political suicide does not alnayi 


kill when it is committed for the sake o 
principle.

crown. Thera is practically no difference 
between the manner in which mi-sing word 
contests are conducted r-nd the modus 
operand! of the Lonisiaoa lottery, only in 
siza and scope. In the Louisiana concern 
several hundred thousand people put a 
dollar or mere apiece into a common land.

The luoky ones who have 
guessed correctly receive an iqnal division 
of the money. 


Compared with the definition of a lottery 


by the statute it is readily apparent that 
the missing word contest is easily within 
tbe scope of the definition. 
It is a scheme 


for the disposal or distribution oi property 
by chance among persons who hive paid a 
valuable consideration for the chance of 
obtaining such property or a portion of it 
under the agreement and expectation that 
it is to bo distributed among those who by 
chance have guessed tbe correct word 
necessary to complete a sentence from 
which said word was missing. 


Ibe statutes of Nevada, expressly make 


it a misdemeanor for any person to print, 
write, advertise, publish or otherwise set 
up or manage any lottery, and Section 
486G of the general statutes prescribes that 
the penally for conviction of such mis 
demeanor shall be a '".»«> in any sum not to 
exceed $500, or by imprisonment tor any 
term not to exceed sis months, or by both 
said fine and imprisonment.

it would be a harrowing and 


awkward tbiog it any aspirant for Carson 
mint honors bad to wait several months to 
get out of j-iil before entering upon the die 
charge of his duties, in case of appoint 
meet, by reason of tbe laws of the State 
being enforced.

Resolutions were passed looking to the 


repeal of tbe U*y Election Law and tbe 
provision made two year* ago K'ving life 
diplomas to Normal graduates on four 
years of teaching. 
Examinations for 


granting educational and life dfplomas 
were demanded ot tbe ground tbht we 
need to raise the standard of educational 
qualification for eoulinaauce in tl e pro- 
fession. 


A library fund is wanted; uniformity 


of work—not of method—b desired in no 
far as certain lines of instruction are con- 
cerned, and to that end it was urged that 
the general outlines of a course of study 
should be prepared an.} used by all. This 
is a duty that belongs to the State Super- 
intendent and tbe State Board of Educa- 
tion, but the former preferred thjt a corn- 
mitt )e of representative teachers should 
aid ia iU preparation. 
By resolution the 


University and tbe State Normal School 
were to be represented on the committee. 
Thereupon tbe following committee were 
elected: 


Tbe State Superintendent, Professor T. 


W, Cowgi.ll, Mrs. Mary Etary, John Ed- 
wards Bray, Alice L. Eio, R. 0.

A committee on school legislation was 


selected as follows: The State Superin- 
tendent, John Edwards Bray and H, E. 
Wilh«rspoon. 


Professor Bray submitted a new course 


o* study fur bigb sohojls whiob wag qnite 
gpn^rtlly diecassed and favorably consid- 
ered. He wou i i'uin out the studies in 
the bigb schools, simplify and rendjr more 
pr.ietiottl the work done therein. 
He 


would introduce Latin as a useful brunch 
in various lines of English work and as B 


reparation for collegiate work, 
Professor Cowgill m tde some very in- 
resting suggestions in regard to the bigb 
ohools and their proper relation to tbe 
niversity. He laid much stress on the 
mportanca of better work m language 
nd literature in tbe public schools.

THE JOURNEY FROM THE BRAZILIAN 


ORCHARD TO THE OCEAN. 


The Favorite American Breakfast BBA ,';r- 


•Be Undergoes Many Experiences Bn- 
forv It Comes Before Us Hot ami 
Steaming;—Bow tlie Merry I* Secured. 


c.ft>e is ;iot a Bhrub, as is generally 


sed, but a tree, which, if allowed 


to go untrimmed, would attain twenty 
feet or wore in height, but which is gen- 
erally kept down to eight or ten feet for 
convenience in picking. A grove can 
be started by burying the berries or 
from slips. The latter are preferable 
placed about six feet apart, and those 
plants which have been taken from the 
nursery with considerable earth around 
their roots will bear fruit in two years, 
though their full yield is not attained 
under four years. It is calculated that 
1,000 
thrifty trees will yield on a fair 


average 8,200 pounds of coffee per an- 
tium, but iii some parts of San Paulo 
province the yield is as high ns 6,500 
pounds. There are two and sometimes 
three harvests to a year, but after fifteen 
or twenty years the old trees must be 
cut down to give place to new ones. 


When fully ripe tho berry is about the 


size, shape and color of a large cran- 
berry. The tough red skin incloses two 
grains or seeds. The old way of prepar- 
ing it for market, still much used in 
Brazil, was as follows: When the berries 
have acquired a rich blood red they are 
picked into bags by the negroes, twenty- 
three pounds being considered a fair 
clay's, work for one picker. The bags 
are then emptied on the terreno or dry- 
ing place, which is generally a level 
piece of ground beaten smooth or cov- 
ered with cement. After a few days in 
the sun the outer skin becomes black, 
hard and shriveled, and then the berries 
are puuuded in huge wooden mortars 
until tho skins aro broken without in- 
jaring the tough grains. 


By sifting, tho skins and grains are 


separated and the latter are again spread 
out in the sun until the pellicle envelop- 
ing each grain is dry as dust. Then 
they aro again subjected to the mortars 
and the winnowing fan, and are ready 
for sale or immediate consumption. 
The improved method now in vogue on 
the wealthier estates consists in drying 
the freshly picked grains on wooden 
trays or pavements, by which they 
escape the earthy flavor acquired when 
dried on tho bare ground, arid the outer 
and inner envelopes aro removed by 
passing them through two mills. 


The main feature of the first mill is a 


horizontal copper cylinder, whose sur- 
face is roughened after the manner of a 
rasp. It revolves against a board, be- 
tween which and the teeth space is left 
for the grains to pass, but not the Irusks. 
The grains drop into water and are left 
to soak twelve hours, in which time the 
parchment]iko film that envelops each 
seed is softened. They are spread out 
again on trays in tho sun, and when 
thoroughly dry aro passed through the 
second mill, which resembles those used 
for grinding plaster, except that the 
two vertical rolling disks are of wood, 
six feet in diameter and five inches 
thick, their light weight abrading the 
pellicles without injuring the grains. 
Then the fanner is brought into requisi- 
tion and the berries are put in bags for 
transportation. 


Tho freight on a sack of coffee (138 


pounds) is about one cent per mile; 
therefore, coffee coming from the end 
of the Dom Pedro II railway must pay 
in tho neighborhood of four dollars the 
sack for transportation to the shipping 
point—one-third cf its value when de- 
livered iii Rio. From Bio to New York 
the freight rarely exceeds sixty cents a 
sack, and it is often as low as twenty- 
five cents. Thus fifty miles of railroad 
carriage in the country whore it grows 
costs more than 0,200 miles of ocean. 
Many of the planters still send their 
coffee to market by mule train, consid- 
ering that the cheaper way of transpor- 
tation. 


The entrance into Santos of a mule 


train from the interior is something 
worth seeing. The train is always pre- 
ceded by a white horse wearing a string 
of bt-11s, and the mules obediently follow 
the leader. Sometimes troops of several 
hundred arrive in a morning, and again 
there aro weeks when nono appear. 
Every mule brings two bags of coffee on 
his back. Having made long, slow jour- 
neys, often hundreds of miles, the ani- 
mals are pitiable looking objects when 
thair burdens are removed, for the con- 
stfrhbsawing of the loads has not only 
abraded the skin, but in many instances 
ground off the flesh to the bone. 


Tho bags are dumped in huge piles in 


the custom house yards, and around 
them cargadores immediately ^collect 
like swarms of black bees. There is an 
export duty to pay, and every bag must 
be pierced and a sample withdrawn in 
order to determine the quality and the 
duty therooii. The tariff, based on the 
market price, is regulated anew every 
Saturday. 


The sampling instrument is a brass 


tube, shaped exactly like a pen. When 
the point is pushed into a sack of coffee 
the berries run down through the tube, 
aud after a handful has been abstracted 
tho instrument is withdrawn and its 
point turned over like a '.-rochet hook, 
thus closing tho opening. The operation 
occupies only a few seconds, and the 
"samples" taken out amount to many 
tons in the course of a year. They, to- 
gether with all Bi'.mples of exported sug- 
ars, are presented to tho ^o7/er«' hospital. 


The gangs of cargadores employed in 


"toting" the coffee away from tho cus- 
tom house and loading it upon waiting 
vessels are a feature of Santos. Nuked, 
except from waist to knees, their choco- 
late colored hides glisten in tho sun and 
their well cultivated muscle.-; stand out 
like whipcords. Each gang has its lend- 
er, generally the tallest and most pow- 
erful negro among them, who carries a 
rattle, to the music of whifh his follow- 
ers keep step in a vapid jog trot, singing 
a low, monotonous so.ig meanwhile in 
words to XIH unintelligible. Sometimes 
the rattle given place to a small flag.— 
Cor. Providence Journal.
